courses, but Dr. J ohn Montieth, 
turf ex pert for the U. S. Golf 
Association, hopes soon to lop 
off some $5 ,000,000 of that ex ­ 
pense. 
Dr. Montieth, director of the 
U. S. G. A. turf g ardens at Ar­ 
ling ton, Va., believ es the g olf 
clubs could sav e around a million 
dollars rig ht now by making 
more use of the g reens section’s 
information. He fig ures tha t if 
ex periments being tried now are 
successful, sev eral million more 
can be sav ed. 
On a tract near the Potomac 
riv er, Dr. Montieth is ex peri­ 
menting with ev ery kind of g rass 
used in this country for g reens 
and fairway s. It is his job to 
find Out how to eradicate the in­ 
sects and fung i tha t ruin g reens 
and fairway s. He tries to learn 
why g rass g rows well in certain 
months and doesn’t in others. 
He studies soil, wind, fertilizers 
and humidity . 
When clubs throug hout the 
country find their g reens g oing 
bad, they write to him and the 
turf doctor tells them what med­ 
icine to use. Many clubs are not 
using this serv ice. Their g reens- 
keepers try ex periments of their 
own conception. 
” It is my idea tha t g olfers 
don’t want the g reens on their 
courses used for ex periments,” 
Dr. Montieth said. “ It’s up to us 
to do the ex perimenting here 
and if our efforts result in poor 
g reens, we hav e no g olfers pa­ 
rading around with pet g ripes. 
I believ e g olf clubs could sav e 
$1,000,000 a y ear if they ’d turn 
to us with their troubles.” 
The g reens section, sa y s Dr. 
Montieth, is handicapped by lack 
of funds and cannot carry on all 
the ex periments it would like. 
Many clubs do not contribute to 
the support of the g reens sec­ 
tion. Dr. Montieth hopes that 
some method will be dev ised so 
that ev ery club will pay for this 
serv ice. 
Dr. Montieth thinks that bent 
g rass g reens can be g rown any ­ 
where in the country . 
Many 
southern play ers would like bent 
g rass but hav e alway s believ ed 
the g rass would not g row there. 
“ It would be more ex pensiv e 
than the g rasses they now hav e,” 
he said, “ but I firmly believ e we 
can g row bent almost any where 
in this country .”
